Measures taken by Col 
technicians to assure contlnu 
gency of the new $350,000 H 
and 19pth street, have made 
Ijos Angeles off from coimnu 
country, according to James 
Middlebrooks, engineer in charge 
of construction of the new plant 

To withstand earth tremors 
of any registered intensity, the 
transmitter house at "Columbia 
Park" has been built of rein­ 
forced concrete in two adjoining 
units, c'ach designed to "carry 1 
horizontal or vertical shocks. 

"It could be rolled over on Its 
side iintl still hold together,"

Although only one power line 
of 16,500 volts is required for 
ordinary transmission, two emer­ 
gency lines carrying an equal 
power load are fed into the 
building.

$30 Pension Plan 
Rally Cheered by 
300 Here Tuesday

Frequent bursts of applause 
from an audience of about 300 
Tuesday night at the Civic Aud 
itorlum Indicated that the idea, 
of rpceiving $30 a week for life 
has a potent appeal among 
senior residents here who are 
bordering or past the 50-yeai 
mark. The applause followed 
statements made at a meeting 
to promote the California State 
Pension plan which, barring un­ 
foreseen legal action, will be up 
for decision as an initiative 
measure on the. November gen­ 
eral ballot. 

Rev. F., T. Elsom, organizer 
and speaker for the $30 pension 
plan, for 23 years a minister, 
and Attorney Ben Bonstein, 
economic writer and lecturer, 
were speakers at the rally. El­ 
som declared that the California 
State Pension- plan was "very 
commendable, the greatest Issue 
before the senior voters of Cal­ 
ifornia at the present time." He 
maintained that the issuance of 
state warrants, on which is to 
he affixed a stamp costing two 
cents every Thursday to redeem 
the "dollar money," will correct 
all of- the current problems of 
unemployment, destruction of 
surplus crops, and "take the 
wealth out of the hands of the 
few and Wall Street." 

780 Million Annually 
"A working man cannot save 

and invest the $1,550 a year that 
IVe would have to put by to get 
$30 a week after he is 50," the 
speaker declared. "Not when the 
average Income' is only $700 a 
year." He predicted a building 
>oom of tremendous values 
"built on something solid Instead 
of speculators' dreams" would 
follow the passage of the pen­ 
sion measure. 

Elsom pointed out that the 
state pension warrants would be 
egal tender in California for ev­ 
erything but the stamps to re­ 
deem them, state gasoline tax, 
all Federal taxes and postofficc 
commodities. He said that it 
was estimated that more than 
15 million dollars In weekly 
warrants would bo issued the 
f rst year the pension plan was 
in operation or 780 million an­ 
nually. 

The speaker was enthusiastic­ 
ally applauded when he declared 
that "police officers are no more 
entitled to a pension than plumb­ 
ers, sailors no more _ than car­ 
penters and judges have no more 
right to a pension than mothers 
In tho home or school teachers 
benefiting more than book­ 
keepers."

"We're on the right track," 

be pointed out. "Our plan is 
perfectly logical, constitutional 
and reasonable. To our critics 
who foresee the dissolution of the 
elderly on this payment for life 
services rendered we can say;

The present city of Torrance, 
It will be remembered, includes '   
the original tract of about a 
square mile, one extension of 
nearly thren square miles when 
the city was incorporated , in 
May, 1921 and six annexations. 
The first addition was the North­ 
west area of 4.14 square miles v 
on Feb. I), 1926. This doubled 
the city's aroa and carried its 
borders west to meet those of 
Rcdondo Beach! 

The largest addition came the 
next year, on Jan. 18, 1927, when 
Meadow Park brought in 8.91 
square miles and extended Tor­ 
rance to the ocean. After a 
previous balloting had failed by 
a. close margin, Waltcrla voted 
March 12, 1928, to join its 0.39 
square miles to Torrance. 

Smallest of the additions was 
that of Sept 10. 1929, when the 
Hclbush tract of six acres round­ 
ed out a notch on the south­ 
eastern edge. The next addi­ 
tion, June 2, J930, brought in 
all of the McDonald tract that 
lad not previously been annexed 
;o Gardena. This was 3.68 square 
miles - In area. Lust of the   
additions was on May 26, 1931, 
when South Torrance. with its 
0.04 square mile joined the city 
and carried its border to Lomlta. ,, 
Torrance today holds 18.88 square 
miles within its limits.
